MENTAL HYGIENE AND CHILDHOOD 
RADIO TALK 


Every day meet people with whom difficult 
get along. They are queer odd, irritable, un- 
reasonable, selfish and egotistical sly and untrust- 
worthy, they may have sense responsibility 
and try put tne burden work blame for failure 
others. Sometimes others find difficult get 
with us, because are self-centered full prejudices 
that cannot see clearly and fairly the other 
person’s point view. 

People are not born this way. They are made this 
way. The foundations these types personality 
are laid childhood. One forms mental habits one 
forms physical habits. Some are good and some are 


bad. take great care helping the child form good 
physical habits, but are inclined neglect almost 
entirely the emotional habits the child may develop, 
although, far the happiness the child and its 
future success dealing with others concerned, these 
are probably more important. Every waking hour the 
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child reacting emotionally situations that arise 
its environment—in the school, the home, and 
the playground. Through these experiences forms 
emotional habits—ways meeting unpleasant situa- 
tions, ways looking things, ways feeling about 
things. These habits tend become fixed, and they 
are bad habits, they lead adult life much un- 
happiness and inefficiency, such you and find our 
lives because one helped these matters when 
were children, the warped and twisted and odd 
personalities about which have spoken. Sometimes 
they lead nervous and mental breakdowns. 

One cannot, brief talk, discuss all the problems 
that have with the healthy development the 
emotional life the child, but one can point out few 
important things. 

Children should never frightened. Frightening 
children very serious matter, although many 
careless adults take joke. Frights childhood 
often bring serious consequences. 

Children must taught act ways that are 
socially acceptable, but this should not 
about through shaming them. Shame not healthy 
emotion bring into the life child; neither 
humiliation nor embarrassment nor 
sciousness before others. 

Children should not lied concerning important 
matters, especially about the matter sex. The lying 
and deceit are soon discovered, and the experience 
exceedingly bad for the child. Much the unhappi- 
ness, worry, and failure school, and the nervous ill- 
nesses young adolescents, well the nervous and 
mental breakdowns later life, are due the mis- 
understanding these matters that has been brought 
about the lying and deceit others. very 
great importance that this avoided. The questions 
child along these lines should answered honestly 
and without embarrassment, accordance with the 
ability the child understand. 

Every effort should made keep the child from 
developing feelings inferiority. Parents and teachers 
often create these feelings child calling names 
that indicate that they not think very highly the 
child, comparing the child with another child 
unfairly. real smart, but John dumb.” 
parent teacher would permit such remark 
the presence John, understood the lasting harm 
that likely John, particularly often repeated. 

There come times when children must punished. 
Children can punished ways that benefit them; 
the other hand, most unhappy consequences may 
follow unwise punishment. Punishment should 
fair, reasonable, and prompt. should not arbitrary 
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teacher, disregarding the child’s sense fairness and 
justice. Punishment that merely expression 
parent’s teacher’s anger creates perfectly proper 
anger and rebellion the part the child. The parent 
teacher losing his self-control misbehaving worse 
than the child, and the child knows it. Such punish- 
ment may create fear child, that 
but its good behavior purchased too high price, 
for the reason that the hatred of, and rebellion against, 
authority becomes fixed emotional habit leading 
great difficulties later on. 

helping the child develop healthy mental 
habits, help develop good physical habits, 
well keep mind one fundamental principle— 
permit the child much freedom expression 
possible, allowing him find expression for himself 
and his own particular interests his play, his work, 
and his contact with other members the family. 
Where this expression unwise unsafe interferes 
with the rights others, wise parent will direct the 
child’s energy into other and better channels, but 
without forcing repression the child that will 
harmful. 

Help the child maintain its own self-respect. 
not word action take away from what self- 
respect has. parent who gains control over his 
child breaking the child’s spirit unworthy 
parent. 

And finally should remembered that one 
desires cultivate healthy mental habits one’s 
child, well little cultivating one’s own 
personal garden.—From Mental Hygiene Bulletin, Sep- 
tember, 1923.

“No, don’t take any interest Church—it’s all 
right for girls and women, Mr. says.” Mr.

was exerting the twelve-year-old boy this home.

The folllowing story home placement from 
institution will fully appreciated only when one 
realizes the difficulty finding Jewish family homes 
for children, and especially congested urban pop- 
ulation like New York. The article commended 
you for careful reading, not only because the interest- 
ing history the work, but also because the admir- 
able summary its close. quoted from the report 
the Board Directors, made their meeting 

Pleasantville, New York, May 25, 1924: 


the Foster home plan desirable for the care 
the dependent child? 

good Jewish foster homes available any 
numbers New York city and its suburbs? 

were the questions considered when the 
reorganization the boarding-out division was con- 
templated the members the Hebrew Sheltering 
Guardian Society Board 1918. 

surveying the field child care, and con- 
sidering its latest trend and most advanced thought, 
was decided that foster home care answered more 
nearly than any other method the needs the depen- 
dent child. But the second question—Are good Jewish 
homes available any numbers New York city 
and its suburbs?—raised doubts the minds some, 
previous experience seemed show that commu- 
nities where the boarding-out plan had been widely 
used, Protestants and Catholics opened their homes 
children their own faiths, but that the Jews did not 
respond with equal readiness the plea accept the 
Jewish child. spite this experience, was decided 
reorganize the boarding-out work, introduce modern 
standards, and begin campaign for foster homes, 
using all available channels interest Jewish families 
this type work.

Bureau, has used various kinds publicity—news- 
paper, paid advertisements, and news articles, talks 
before sisterhoods, parents’ associations, and lodges, 
and the interest ministers, school principals, and 
social workers has been enlisted. Slowly the group 
foster homes has been increased, and interesting 
note that the foster mothers themselves have been 
the most effective agency securing other foster homes. 
The Bureau now has 245 good homes, situated Har- 
lem, Washington Heights, Bronx, These 
homes are simple, but with all the elements com- 
fortable home life. The foster mothers cook, clean, and 
sew for the family. Some them, having raised their 
own children, now find the home lonely and take 
little child fill the place the children now grown; 
others, with boys and girls their own, still find time 
give care homeless child; and then there are 
the childless couples who feel the need child the 
home. The interest and care given these foster 
parents touching. Many times foster mother 
refuses send the sick child the hospital, preferring 
care and nurse him herself. She takes the child 
the clinic dentist, works enthusiastically with the 
nurse and the doctor improve the underweight and 
undernourished child, shows the visitor with pride the 
good school report, seeks advice what 
when the child falling behind school. 

with the foster mothers are the 
visitors who into the homes, watch the development 
the child, talk over the problems with the foster 
mother, and with the school and the teachers. 
Contacts between visitor, child, and foster home must 
frequent order insure the welfare the child 
and make the relationship with him and the foster 
mother effectual. 

“Two ophthalmologists and psychiatrist are con- 
sultants the Bureau. Local dentists and clinics care 
for the teeth the children. child not well, the 
office immediately notified and nurse goes the 
home. Twice year each child given thorough 
physical examination the attending physician. 
underweight and nutrition class has been formed 
the head nurse who advises the foster mothers 
proper diet and régime, and who meet with the children 
every month see the progress that has been made. 
This method has resulted gratifying increase 
weight and development the child. 

“There are now 421 children under the care the 
Home Bureau, with ages ranging from three seven- 
teen years. Most these children are committed 
the Department Public Welfare and the Children’s 
Court. The expense the care thirty these 
children paid the parent. This group known 
the private arrangement cases. The need providing 
suitable supervised homes for these children was brought 
the attention the Bureau through number 
channels, and the cases are recommended the 
Jewish Children’s Clearing Bureau. The reasons for 
dependency the rest the children and the length 
stay are about the same the group Pleasantville. 
The majority are normal children, but the dull, the 
unstable, the behavior and physical problems are all 
represented the group. Expert attention given 
the handicapped and the special classes provided 


the city for these groups are utilized. Children are 
enrolled ungraded, speech defect, sight conservation, 
open air, and cardiac classes. the older group, 
sixteen are high school, three children are being 
trained the Hebrew Technical School, several girls 
are being given private business courses, and three 
are special vocational classes. 

majority the foster homes are the city, 
one the problems the Bureau give each child 
summer vacation. Many the children away 
with their foster parents the mountains seashore; 
some boys and girls are entered scout other 
vacation camps. For group one hundred the 
Bureau has maintained summer home, giving two 
weeks’ vacation groups twenty children time. 

“In November, 1923, the Home Bureau moved into 
new quarters 141 126th Street. This house was 
bought and furnished with funds provided the 
members the Hebrew Sheltering Guardian Society 
Board. Here well-equipped clothing storage room, 
attractive play-room for the children, physician’s 
office, adequate light rooms for officers, and living 
quarters for resident worker. new Kardex systen 
records has been installed. 

Committee the Home Bureau feel that the 
work has demonstrated the possibility obtaining 
suitable Jewish boarding homes and that under the 
intelligent supervision sympathetic visitor such 
homes are the best means caring for the majority 
dependent children. One the interesting features 
the work the development the spirit codperation 
with the foster mothers who are regarded and who 
regard themselves co-workers with the staff the 
Bureau. The contact the visitor with the foster 
mother constitutes itself social asset.

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classified preventable causes fell from slightly above 
125 1906 1922, while the death-rate for non- 
preventable causes has showed very slight decrease 
only during the last twenty years. Ward One, which 
has large percentage foreign-born parents, 1922 
there was resident infant mortality rate 319 per 
thousand live births. The rate there for babies for- 
eign-born mothers was 433 compared with 299 
infants native-born mothers. Ward Fourteen, the 
infant mortality rate for residents was found 181 
per thousand live births. was 286 for infants 
foreign-born mothers against 155 for infants native- 
born mothers. The rates for 1922, classified according 
the nativity the mother, were follows:

The Children’s Home Society Minnesota has 
maintained for eight years connection with the 
nursery Training Class for Baby Nursemaids that has 
proved successful and popular. Superintendent 
Dickinson says the demand for these private families 
greater than can supplied. the graduating 
exercises June 5th ten young ladies received diplomas.

for girls, respectively. has vocational service; con- 
ducts recreational clubs, craft classes, and religious 
classes; operates medical clinic, psychological, 
clinic, and psychiatric clinic; employs the services 
endocrinologist and neurologist; has repre- 
sentatives the Children’s Courts and the Bureau 
Attendance the Board Education; conducts 
summer camp for boys and summer camp for girls; 
and operates training courses for volunteers. Mr. 
Jess Perlman Executive Director the Committee. 


November, 1923, the New York Children’s Aid 
Society opened new Department Boarding Homes.
